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PREFATORY  NOTE 

This  List  shows  some  of  the  material  in  the  Libraiy  relating  to  child 
labor  in  its  social,  legal,  and  charitable  aspects. 

It  is  not  put  out  as  a  complete  bibliography,  but  aims  to  show  in  a 
measure  the  resources  of  the  Library  upon  this  subject. 

State  laws. — Bulletin  no.  62  of  the  United  States  Bureau  of  labor 
contains  the  text  of  laws  of  the  various  states  relating  to  child  labor. 
Other  editions  of  the  laws  are  noted  under  United  States  Bureau  of  educa- 
tion and  Bureau  of  labor,  pages  18  and  19  of  this  list.  See  also  Sikes,
